Employing Prisoners of War 


———— — 8S 

Please read carefully the conditions 
under which Prisoners-of-War are em- 
ployed: — 

1. Farmers will be responsible for 
their safe custody. In the event of 
an escape or attempted escape, farm- 
ers will notify the Mounted Police, 
and the local office of the Department 
of Labour, by telephone, without de- 


lay. 

2. Farmers will see that Prisoners- 
of-War do not leave the farm during 
the working day, and that prisoners 


are not worked on farms in another 


district. Prisoners must not woik on 
Sundays, other than to do the daily 
chores. 


38. Farmers will see that prisoners 
do not go to any village or town; en- 
ter no public buildings, such as 
churches, movie pictures, dance halls 

beer parlors etc. 

4. Farmers will see that Prisoners- 
of-War money for any 
reason whatsoever, 


or 
receive no 


5. Farmers will see that Prisoners 
receive no postage stamps, and that 
they send no letters, post cards, ete., 
except through the local office of the 
Department of Labour 

6. Farmers will see that prisoners 
do not fraternize with the general 
public. 

7. Farmers are to care for the pri- 
soners when sick or injured, just as 
they would do with hired men. If a 
prisoners is ill or requires dental care, 
he should be taken to the nearest doc- 
tor or dentist. Any prisoner making 
too many visits to a doctor or dentist 
should be returned to his Camp. 

8. Farmers must report any 
of bad conduct. 

9. Prisoners must not wear civilian 
clothes, 

10. Farmers should not discuss 
the war situation with the prisoners. 

The administrative authorities wish 
it to be known that failure to comply 
with any of these conditions will in- 
volve the withdrawal of the prisoner. 

Prisoners found in any unauthoriz- 
ed public buildings or meetings, gath- 
erings, etc., will be returned to their 
Internment Camp. Prisoners should 
be frequently reminded of it. 

Ordinary clothing for working will 
be supplied by the authorities. Farm. 
ers will be expected to supply any 
special working kit, such as boots and 
gloves (mitts in the winter) whenever 
necessary. 

The rate of wages is $45 per month 
payable in advance with full board 
and lodging. No payment should be 
made to the prisoner. All purchases 
for the prisoner should be made by 
the farmer; he should sign the credit 
voucher and see that the prisoner 
does the same. The amount of the 
purchase is to be deducted from the 
wage due the Department for the 
month. Auy unauthorized purchases 
will not be paid for by the Depart- 
ment of Labour and the farmer will 
stand the loss,
